PARIS (Reuter). — Presidents Va. 
lery Giscerd d’Estaing and Anwar 
Sadat yesterday discussed Egyptian 
arms purchases from France and 
prospects for peace in the Middle 
East during a two-hour meeting 


- here. 


Sadat told newsmen he was com- 
pletely satisfied with his first meet- 
ing with the French President. A 
French spokesman said the talks 
took place in .an excellent atmos- 
phere. 

In addition to discussing French 
arms deliveries to Egypt, the two 
reviewed ali aspects of the Middle 
East situation and 5 for a 
settlement of the conflict, the French 
presidential spokesman said. 

Giscard said at a dinner in honour 
of the Egyptian leader last night 
that chances of a just Middle East 
settlement were better than ever. 

“Technically and diplomatically, 
we can now see the nature of a 
possible settlement,” the French Pre- 
sident said. “I think the chances of 
8 settlement that is fair to all the 
countries involved are greater than 
they have been up to now.” 

Warning against a new Middle 
East war, Giscard said the chances 
for peace after such a_ conflict 
could not be as great.

His father, Andrew Levitt, a real 
pra surreprenenr and a member 
ding industry family 
that created “Levittowns” around 
the U.S., was ordered Friday by the 
New York State Court of Appeals 
to surrender him to his ex-wife, 
Mrs. Joshua Kinori, of Tel Aviv. 

According to press reports, Levitt, 
34, based his suit on his concern 
over his son's safety in Tel Aviv, 
in view of recurrent Arab terrorist 
activity and fear of full-scale war 
in Israel. 

Danny Levitt was sent to visit 
with his father in September 1974. 
Under the terms of the divorce 
agreement, Mr. Levitt deposited a 
710,000 bank guarantee that he 
would return the boy to his mother. 
But after the Yom Kippur War, 
Mr. Levitt refused to honour the 
agreement. 

The Suffolk Country Supreme 
Court ruled that the boy should 
be returned to his mother. The rul- 
ing was upheld by the Appeilate 
Division, and the State's highest 
court, the Court of Appeals, on 
Friday also refused to overturn 
the decision. 

In Kennedy Airport on Sunday, 
Danny tearfully teld reporters that 
he wanted to stay with his father. 
But he was turned over to an El 
Al air stewardess, desiguated by his 
mother's attcrney to bring him 
back. 

Mrs. Kinori received her son at 
the gangway of the ἘΠ Al jumbo 
liner. Danny appeared bewildered, 
but clung to his mother as he step- 
ped off the gangway.

Seuth Korea denies giving 
military assistance to Israel 


SEOUL (AP). —-- The South Ko- 
rean Foreign Ministry denied yes. 
terday a North Korean report that 
Seoul has given Israel military as- 
sistance in Middle East conflicts. 
The ministry was commenting on 
ἃ report on Saturday by the offi- 
eial North Korean Central News 
Agency that Seoul sent 32 pilots to 
Israel during the 1973 war and also 
dispatched troops to Israel in the 
1956 war. 

Chai Buis Sok, official spokesman 
for the ministry, said that South 
Korea “has never given any assist- 
ance to Israel, nor has it any in- 
tention of doing so.”

Ford plan puts 
‘windfall’ tax 
on oil firms 


WASHINGTON (AP). —. President 
Ford’s energy programme proposes 
to tax away most of the windfall 
profits reaped by U.S. oi] com- 
panies from price increases impos- 
ed by the international oil produc- 
ers. But the companies would gra- 
dually get to keep more and more 
of the windfall money under Ford's 
plan. 

Since the Orgenization of Petrole- 
um Exporting Countries \OPEC) 
quadrupled its oi] prices about ἃ 

ago, U.S. oi companies have 
nearly matched the increase with 
hikes in the charge for domestic 
oi) free of price controls, reaping: 
some $4.2 billion in hefore-tax pro- 
fits. 

President Ford aynounced that he 
would end Federal price controls cn 
the remaining 75 per cent of U.S. oil 
on April 1, unless Congress stops him. 

Without a windfall profits tax, 
the oil companies’ unearned benefit 
then could zoom to around $17.4 
billion before taxes. 

But Ford has asked Congress to 
impose a windfall profits tax by 
April 1 that would divert most of 
the companies’ sudden new revenue 
into the U.S. Treasury. The adcmi- 
nistration figures its tax proposal 
would recover about 88 per cent of 
the windfall. profits on oil, but 
allowing the oil industry some profit 
increase to cover rising costs. 

A deputy Director of the Trea- 
sury’s office of tax policy estimat- 
ed that if oil now undar the $5.25- 
per-barrel controlled price is allow- 
ed. to rise to $11 per barrel, .an 
oil company would get to keep 
about 84 cents of the increase.
